GETS CABINET’S REPORTS 





Bad Spots Still Exist in Textiles 
and Shoes, President Is Told— 
Statement Helps. Wall Street.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge ‘hasibeen told by Cabi- 
net members that American industry 
is on a’ solid foundation, that the 
business situation is;apparently im- 
proving, and the outlook for the fu- 
ture. ‘has none except encouraging 
aspects, it was said at the White 
House today. 

Following the Cabinet mecting, at 
which taxation and business  condi- 
tions were the chief topics discussed, 
President,, Coolidge analyzed the 
‘trade situation in some detail, basing 
his views upon reports made by the 
Secretaries. of the Treasury, Com- 
merce and of Labor. 

The President declined to make any 
prophecy as to conditions, confining 
his survey largeiy to the present. No 
recession is loomin immediately | ; 
ahead, according to his advices, and 
all “signs favor a picking up of busi- 

ness. 

Building Shows Slight Let-Up. 

There has been.some let-up in build- 
ing activities, according to reports 
submitted to the President. These 
showed that although the construc- 
-tion ‘program seems to be going on 
quite satisfactorily, there has been a 
decrease of one-fourth of 1 per cent. 
in construction up to Oct. 8, com- 
pared with the same period last 
year. 

The reports showed a falling off 
in the net receipts of railroads, but 
not-in tonnage. There has been a 
decrease in Poseqnger business in the 
last year. This has been going on 
for some: years, with the result that 
railroads have decreased their pas- 
senger service at local’ points. 

The: decrease in passenger service 
has resulted from a greater use of 


against prosperity, thé President felt, 
but indicated a better economic 
condition and a more widely dif- 
fused; prosperity. Coal transportation 
has not been so heavy up to this 
time as last year, which was re- 
garded.as a result'of the strike which 
was pending last year, when the con- 
sumers were eager to get coal. 


Hears Unemployment Decreases. 


In  th2 industrial field there were 
fewer strikes this year than last, ac- 
cording to the President’s informa- 
tion. Fifty strikes were pending last 
year, with only twenty-seven reported 
at present, and none which cause 
much unemployment. The soft coal 
strike has been settled in Illinois and 
in most of Indiana and Ohio, with 
disagreement existing in Western 
Pennsylvania and on the Ohio border.

Discussed at Chemical Congress. 


The Franco-Germen chemical agree- 
ment, upon which the chemical trust 
hinges, was the main subject of con- 
versation at the seventh World Chem- 
ical Congress, which opened in Paris 
yesterday. While speakers did not 
agree cs to the dominant figure of 
the French chemical industry and 
while others pointedly refrained 
from any mention of the real pur- 
pose of the chemical combination, 
the issue involved was. clearly defined 
in the minds of those behind the idea. 

The attitude of European chemical 
men may be briefly stated in this 
way: From a position of relative 
tnimportance before the war the 
American chemical industry, profit- 
ing by the collapse of the European 
chemical export business, rose at the 
close of the conflict to the position 
of the largest chemical exporter in 
the world. Meanwhile Germany lost 
50 per cent. of. her once great chem- 
ical trade, while Great Britain, 
France and Belgium registered sim- 
ilarly big losses. 

America, on the other hand, scored 
heavily in the South American and 
Far Bastern markets. The trust 
therefore is frankly~seeking to..re- 
gain. for Europe the unquestioned 
chemical leadership which it once 
held in the world’s markets. To do 
this it must win back a large part 
of the business which America ob- 
tained during the last twelve years. 
Its methods, like those of the steel 
trust, will not be lacking in twentieth 
century efficiency.

resenting the -wishes of their region, 
said to the members of the Wash- 
ington ‘Chaniber of Commerce:

Nary-Haugen bill is not of itself go- 
ing to save agriculture and thus. save 
the West,’’ he added.

Later Senator Nye gave Mr. Low- 
den an ample ovportunity to ‘‘clarify 
his. position.’”’ ._He said Mr. Lowden 
might thus ‘‘demonstrate himself as 
being as acceptable to the’ West as 
would another.’’

get Mr. Lowden out of th? race. 

He did not object to it being known 
“that Governor Lowden is not as ac- 
ceptable Presidential material as is 
Senator Norris, for example,’’ but he 
did object to being put down as one 
“who would iat this early stage’ at- 
tempt to eliminate him. .- : 

‘‘Developments,’’ he added, ‘‘might 
easily prove Governor Lowden to be 
altogether deserving of the united 
support of the West.” : 

Declaring that while farm legisla- 
tion would goa long way-toward re- 
storing an.economic balance, he said 
that this balance could be easily up- 
set ‘‘by further favors to other indus- 
tries and through the administration 
of such legislation bearing upon our 
economic life as now appears upon 
the statutes.’”’ 

“You can understand,’’‘he went on, 
‘why there are many of us who 
would insist upon the candidacy for 
the Presidency’ of one like Senator 
Norris and why we feel that the West 
ought to encourage, in whatever way 
it can, such a movement.” 


Says West Knows Norris. 
Restoring the West to ‘‘the meas- 
ure of economic equality to which 
it is justly entitled’ involved, Mr. 
Nye said, not only passing the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, or any other 
single measure, but legislation cov- 


ering problems such as discrimina- 
tion in freight rates, inland water- 
way improvements, permanent im- 
provements growing out of flood con- 
trol, the conduct of the Federal Re- 
serve system and the administration 
of the Federal farm loan banks.

Reduction to 1928 Payments 
on Calendar Year Incomés. 


PRESIDENT IS UNDECIDED 


Will Take Decisive Stand on Receiv- 
ing Estimates of Income and 
Expenditures for 1929.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—When 
the. battle over. tax reduction starts 
in’ the next Congress, the more con- 
serva*ive Administration supporters 
will try to limit the cuts to $250,- 
000,000, instead of the $400,000,000 
advocated by some Democrati¢ lead- 
ers and the Chamber of Commerce 
of the. United States or the $300,- 
000,000 or $350,000,000 suggested by 
Senator Smoot, Republican . Chair- 
man of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee. 

-“Phere ‘was a report that the 
figure of $250,000,000 had been men- 
tioned et today’s Cabinet meeting 


and that the President had been told 
by Secre Mellon that such a re- 
duction could safely be made without 
endangering the surplus. No direct 
confirmation of this, however, could 
be obtained, the advisers of the Pres- 
ident contending that a formal fore- 
cast ‘would not be justified until! 
final»: estimates covering revenues 
and expenditures had been com- 
pleted. 

Senator Smoot expressed the hope 
today. that the new revenue law 
would be adopted and effective by 
March 1. Under his plan, reductions 
would apply..to income of corpora- 
tions’ and individuals earned in the 
calendar year 1927 and taxpayers 
would face reduced levies when mak- 
ing their first quarterly payments on 
March 15 next. 


A Compromise Expected. 


General opinion here is that a com- 
promise will be reached on about 
$300,000,000. This, it is expected, 
will be represented by a reduction of 
1% per cent. in the corporation in- 
come tax; which. would, in.theory at 
least, a the _ yield. by about 
$150,000,000; a readjustment down- 
ward of some of the middle surtax 
brackets and the modification or re- 
peal of the automobile.and nujsance 
taxes. There are indications that 
advocates of the repeal of Federal 
estate taxes will again meet with dis- 
apvointment. 

That President yoy Has. .t de- 
cided in favor of 0,000 reduc- 
tion, as was recently poet yo to him, 
was made known at the White House 
Friday. He does not, it was stated, 
know the amount because no esti- 
mate of the probable income and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1929, has been furnished by 
the Treasury ‘and Bureau of Budget. 


Coolidge Awaiting Estimates. 


When these estimates are made, 
the Administration expects to take 
a decisive stand, it was declared.

LONDON, Oct, 18.—Miss Mercedes 
Gleitze, London .typist, left this 
morning for Cape Gris-Nez, France, 
from where she will attempt to swim 
the English Channel again tomorrow 
night if weather conditions are favor- 
able.....Mis. Gleitze, who swam the 
Channel a fortnight ago declared 
that she is making the second at- 
tempt as a personal vindication and 
for the honor of women -~-swimmers 
in consequence: of the hoax played 
on the world by Dr. Dorothy Coch- 
rane Logan. 

Although Dr. Logan earnestly re- 

uested Miss Gleitze to make no fur- 
ther attempts this year and has 
called her attention to the fact that 
weather bulletins are promising cold 
northerly winds with snow_ and 
showers on high ground in the North 
for Wednesday, Miss Gleitze declared 
that only stormy weather in the 
Channel will prevent her from mak- 
ing the attempt. 

“T am not taking the temperature 
into consideration,’”’ she said this 
morning just before boarding the 
train at Victoria. ‘‘I am determined 
to make this new swim before wit- 
nesses. A number of newspapermen 
have already promised to witness it. 
I am making every effort to have 
an official of a recognized swimming 
association accompany me in a 
boat.’’ 

Later in the day it was learned 
that Sidney Hirst, Secretary of the 
Amateur Swimming Club, had ar- 
ranged that a representative of that 
organization should go along as um- 

ire. : 
Geerae Allan, Miss Gleitze’s train- 
er, who accompanied her on her pre- 
vious swim, will be with her again 
tomorrow. The pilotboat will be 
Our Willie, the same as last time. 
Owing to the number of spectators a 
second boat will probably be neces- 


ace 4 am serious,’’ Miss Gleitze de- 
clared, ‘‘when I say I don’t care 
about the temperature of the water. 
If, owing to stormy weather and a 
rough sea I am unable to start to- 
morrow or any other time this 
month, I’ll do. the swim in November 
or December. I’ve done no practice 
swimming since my last Channel 
swim, but I never do special prac- 
tice swimming. I am ready to ¢0 
straight into the water.”’

It 
will be much colder than when she 
accomplished the swim a fortnight 
ago. I feel a certain responsibility 
about it. I wish her all the good 
fortune in the world.”’ 

When Miss Gleitze was invited by 
newspaper men to go before a com- 
missioner of oaths yesterday to attest 
the authenticity of her previous 
swim she declined, saying: 

“I would prefer to sign the affi- 
davit after my swim this week.’

GERMAN STRIKESPREADS 
IN-SOFT-COAL FIELDS 


Shutdowns Threaten in Industrial 
“Plants as More Mines Close 
in Wage Dispute.

BERLIN, Oct. .18.—The strike of 
the lignite miners of Central Ger- 
many became. more serious today, 
with a nuniber of new mines affected 
and the percentage of strikers in- 
creasing. The sugar refineries of 
Anhald, in the Magdeburg district, 
and the Agfa photo-chemical works 
at Bitterfeld are practically without 
coai and will be obliged to close down 
within a few days unless the miners 
return to work. 

The large chemical works of the 
German Dye Trust are not affected, 
the miners in the trust’s own de- 
posits having accepted the offer of a 
wage increase of 11.cents. 

A week’s wages will be paid to all 
strikers fom the union funds. Only 
minor disturbances are reported, but 
the police have been ordered to take 
the situation in. hand. and -to -use 
drastic _measures.. should. rioting 
threaten. 

Although the strikers are apparent- 
ly winning in the mining area, they 
failed to get Parliamentary notice at 
today’s opening of the Reichstag, a 
Socialist motion to put the strike sit- 
uation on the order of the day being 
rejected. A Government arbitrator 
will begin negotiations between the 
men and the owners Thursday unless 
an agreement has been, reached be- 
fore then. 

Miners’ union headquarters in 
Halle today issued orders for the men 
to continue emergency work to pre- 
vent the mines flooding or the de- 
struction of machinery Ticptealt inat- 
tention, and to provide light and 
power for hospitals. The Union of 
Christian Miners has ordered all its 
members, most of whom are in the 
Ruhr, to pay double dues to provide 
funds for the striking lignite miners, 

The miners have reduced their de- 
mands from 20 to 15 cents a day in- 
crease, according to reports not. of- 
ficially confirmed.

His Story of Outrages on Jews |#

PARIS, Oct. 18.—Facing..the red 
and black robed Judges and lawyers 
in the dim Court of Assizes, Samuel 
Schwartzbard, blond Russian watch- | 
maker, today exultingly ‘told his 
story of how he determinedly tracked 
down General Simon Petlura and 
cold-bloodedly slew him to avenge the 
deaths of thousands of Jews slain in 
pogroms he believed were instigated 
by his victim. 

Shocked by the story the 31-year-/ 
old defendant told with gleaming 
eyes and hysterical grimaces, the 400 
spectators crowded in the court-room 
gasped with surprise. White-bearded 
Jews from Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope sat beside flappers with bobbed 
hair and exchanged shocked glances 
with Slavic featured Ukrainians as 
Schwartzbard told the story of his 
relentless pursuit. Heavy reinforce- 
ments of gendarmes trolled the 
corridors of the court to prevent 
disorders. 

Schwartzbard told of how he had

countered General Petlura in the 
Latin Quarter many times, but al- 
ways with his wife and daughter or 
friends. Finally on May 25, 1926, he 
met him at the corner of the Rue 
Racine and the Boulevard St. Michel, 
alone.

Auto in Show Window Is Operated: 
by Movement of Watcher’s Hand. 


Broadway has just received an ex- 
pensive toy—a brand new automobile 
in a big show window of a motor car 
salesroom which any pedestrian may 
operate from the sidewalk by a mere 
wave of his hand. The car runs 


upon wooden rails in the show win- 
dow. It is electrically propelled for 
demonstration purposes.

4 OF CONSTABULARY SLAIN 


Bandits Armed With Machine Guns 
and Dynamite Bombs—Patrol 
Sought Missing Fliers. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Oct. 18 (%). 
~—American marines and Nicaraguan 
constabulary, in search of the miss- 
ing Marine Corps aviators, Second 
Lieutenant E. A. Thomas and Ser- 
geant Frank E. Dowdell, have been 
in battle with bandit contingents, 
killing or wounding sixty-seven of 
them. 

Four members of the constabulary 
were killed, but there were no casu- 
alties among the marines. 

A contingent of 600 constabulary is 
being formed to be dispatched against 
General Sandino, whose activities are 
os Souilali. in this d partm : 
‘was near 5 s de ent, 
that the machine in which Lieuten- 
ant Thomas and Sergeant Dodwell 
were flying some weeks ago crashed 
and was burned. The two men were 
seen to run from the wreckage, but 
attempts to rescue them were frus- 
trated by large numbers of bandits.

“Lieutenant O’Shea, leading the 
advance and using grenades, and 
Corporal John Z. Neel, with rifle 
and grenades, inflicted heavy dam- 
age, and Private Kenneth Struck 
probably saved O’Shea’s life by pick- 
ing off a bandit who had the drop 
on O’Shea at close quarters. Private 
Jacob Treen, leading a small patrol 
through the brush, killed several 
bandits heavily armed. 


Fight Second Bandit Force. 


“The patrol finally escaped, but 
had lost horses, mules, rations, 
blankets and compass. Following the 


trail north to hit the San Albino 
Road, the patrol encountered a 
bandit force of seventy-five, prob- 
ably reinforcements, and attacked 
them, led by Lieutenant O’Neil. 

“The fighting was difficult, due to 
the heavy brush and bandit machine 
gun fire. Lieutenant O’Shea and 
Privates Golah and Welch were in- 
strumental in silencing the machine 
guns. The bandits in the rear reor- 
ganized and began to close in, so the 
patrol took to the brush after two 
hours and fifteen minutes’ fighting. 

“The patrol slipped out between 
the two forces, taking one prisoner; 
it followed a ravine to a small stream 
and then followed the stream until 
midnight. The next morning it con- 
tinued until reaching the Jicaro 
River and the road into Jicaro, ar- 
riving at 11:30 P. M., suffering from 
exposure, cuts, bruises, insect. bites 
end exhaustion. 

“The bandit strength was over 400, 
of which sixty-seven were killed or 
wounded. Four members of the 
Guardia Nacional were killed. There 
were no casualties among the ma- 
rines. 

“The spirit was splendid, the fight- 
ing courageous. One Guardia mem- 
ber continued to fight after half his 
rifle barrel had been shot away.’”’

Defenders of Executed Men Will 
Seek Evidence of Innocence 
and Publish Record of Case. 


MEET AT BANNED DINNER 


Eat at Civic Club Because Fifth 
Avenue Restaurant Canceled 
Their Arrangements. 


Formation of a nation-wide organi- 
zation dedicated to “‘establishing the 
innocence”’ of Bartolomeo Sacco and 
Nicola Vanzetti, executed for murder, 
Was announced last night by Forrest 
Bailey, Director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, at a dinner at 
the Civic Club, 18 East Tenth Street, 
of which he is President. The dinner 
was given at the club by Le Cercle 
Victor Hugo after the Fifth Avenue 
Restaurant had canceled arrange- 
ments to have it there. 

An office of the new organization 
will be opened today at 70 Fifth Ave- 
nue, Mr. Bailey said. A provisional 
committee, known as the Citizens’ 
National Committee, has been 
formed. The proposed permanent 
name is the Sacco-Vanzetti League 
for Justice. The Chairman of the 
committee is Robert Morss Lovett, 
Professor of English of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, who presided at the 
dinner.

Holmes, tor of the Community 
Church, Park Avenue and Thirty- 
fourth Street; John Lovejoy Elliott, 
Norman Ha pgood, Jessica Hender- 
son, William Schuyler Jackson and 
ay Hale.

COURT HEARS APPEALS 
ON EKER CASE VERDICT 


Trial Judge Is Criticized by Coun- 
sel for Ex-Mayor and Others 
in Liquor Conspiracy. 


Argument on the appeal to set aside 
the sentences imposed upon former 
Mayor Henry Wissel of Edgewater, 
N. J., and others convicted of con- 
spiracy to land 34,000 cases of liquor 
there from the steamship Eker, was 
heard yesterday by Judges Martin 
T. Manton, Learned Hand and Au- 
gustus Hand of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Martin Conboy, attorney for Ed- 
ward A. Ritz, a former customs in- 
spector who was convicted with Mr. 
Wissel; David Cahill, attorney for 
Mr. Wissel; James A. Dinan, former 
Chief of Police of Edgewater, and 
Alexander F. Flannery and Edward 
Pickering, Edgewater plain clothes 
patrolmen, attacked Federal Judge 
Meekins’s charge to the jury. 

Mr. Conboy pointed out that the 
defendants did not take the witness 
stand at their trial, and the presidin, 
Judges and attorneys in court smile 
when he called attention to the fact 
that Judge Meekins had pointed this 
out to the trial jury. 

Mr. Cahill, in a brief, said that 
“the good character of the defend- 
ants, as attested by many men of 
high standing, far from helping the 
defendants, in the light of the Court’s 
remarks, became quite damning in 
effect.’’ 

Mr. Cahill took exception also to 
the following part of Judge Meek- 
ins’ S supplemental rinses 

“A jury may arbitrarily set at de- 
fiance law and reason and refuse to 
convict the accused. When a jury 
does that the guilty escape, no mat- 
ter how plain the guilt. I cannot in- 
struct you directly as to what your 
verdict should be, for it is your func- 
tion to decide the questions of fact in 
the case. However, I consider it my 
duty to say to you that, in my opin- 
jon, upon the evidence offered in 
this case you should find no diffi- 
= in returning your verdict.”’ 

Mr. Cahill’s brief set forth that the 
jury, which had been unable to reach 
a verdict during four and one-half 
hours of deliberation, ‘ ‘promptly re- 

turned a verdict of guilty.”’

An index of general prosperity is 
seen, according to the President, in 
the increased sales of mail order 
houses this year over last.

proved conditions among the farmers 
this year are expected, the Presidént 
indicated, to increase their buying 
power, and to give a greater impetus 
to Fall business.

tention. These statements depart so 
far from the facts as shown by the 
the actual record that I do not feel 
called upon to make any comment 
upon them. It may, however, be 
pertinent to consider just what the 
subject matter of these charges is;

for grade-crossing purposes. In 
some cases the charges have referred 
to encroachments on park property. 
No part of the parcels in question 
is park property. 

**On behalf of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, I wish to 
express the hone that these matters 
will be proceeded with as promptly 
as possible, and to assure your 
honorable board that the railroad 
company is ready and willing to en- 
ter into negotiations with the board 
or its authorized representatives in 
order that the necessary agreement 
or agreements may be reached and 
that the matter may be brought to 
consummation. 

‘The elimination of this consider- 
able number of grade crossings at 
Manhattanville, under the order of 
the commission, in the simplest and 
least expensive manner practicable, 
is a part of the program of the State 
for the elimination of grade cross- 
ings as rapidly as possible, advo- 
cated by the present Governor and 
approved by the decisive vote of the 
people of the State. 

“The New York Central Railroad 
Company has cooperated to the ex- 
tent that it has been able in carry- 
ing out this program, and it is

Almost every article in the store- 
room appeared to have been exam- 
ined. Some valuable goods had been 
covered with a layer of old cartons, 
officers of the company thinking 
that this would mislead any thieves. 
Few of the more valuable contents 
of the storeroom were overlooked. 

The intruders made off with razcr 
blades, patent medicines, perfumes, 
expensive soaps and cameras. They 
evidently carried the loot up to the 
roof, making their escape that way. 
So much was taken that the police 
said they believed a truck was used 
to carry it away. They said the 
thieves probably escaped by descend- 
ing to the roof of a garage, two doors 
away. 

The bey was discovered by 
Miss Cecile Wirklich, stenographer, 
of 1,972 Seventy-third Street, Brook- 
lyn, when she came to work Monday 
morning. The police searched neigh- 
boring forts but obtained no clues.

A contract was signed in the ex- 
ecutive offices of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company at 195 Broadway.

According to Mr. Harner, the con- 
ferences which resulted in the agree- 
ment started Oct. 10 and continued 
through yesterday morning. The in- 
creases are to be awarded ‘‘on a basis 
of merit,’”? the awards to be deter- 


mined by advisory committees com- 
prising representatives of both work- 
ers and employers. The increase, it 
was said, would be given only to em- 


ployes now receiving less than $3,000 $4 


annual salary and would range be- 
tween $5 and $10 a month. 

This is the third year that the. em- 
ve association has succeeded in 
nducing the company to set aside a 
certain amount to be devoted to in- 
creases, Mr. Harner said. For the 
present year $1,500,000 was set aside 
and for 1926, $8,000,000. The exact 
number who will benefit has not been 
determined.

HACKENSACK, N.. J., Oct. 18.— 
The collection of 92 cents, which the 
Erie Railroad complains it has not 
been able to get from a commuter in 
almost two years, may cost the line 
$1,000,. according to suit filed in 
Bergen County Court today. 

In Montvale, a hamlet of 600 in- 
habitants on the extreme northeast- 
ern edge of New Jersey, an elderly 
spinster, Miss Cora Campbell, is 
holding the tiny home ,set in pine 
woods, where she and her sister live, 
like a fort tonight, She would not 
see reporters, and her sister stood 
in the doorway, a lantern in her 
hand and a coat thrown over her 
shoulders, barring the entrance. She 
did not mind the deluge of rain that 
was falling on her and had no sym- 
pathy with those who accosted her. 

All she would say was that her sis- 
ter had been a commuter on the 
Erie Railroad in December, 1925, and 
that the conductor knew it. So on 
the 80th of the month, when Miss 
Cora had forgotten her pocketbook 
and her commutation ticket, she saw 
no reason why the conductor should 
not let her ride. The conductor, Pat- 
rick Gessner, did so and asked her 
to bring the money next day. If a 
suit had been filed, Miss Cora did 
not know it, she said. Miss Cora had 

id for the month’s ride when she 

ought her ticket. In her opinion 
she owed the railroad nothing. 

Simple as it all appeared tonight 
to the Misses Campbell in their iso- 
lation, where the only light is oil 
lamps and their nearest neighbor 
many steps away through the dismal 
pine woods, the case was much more 
complicated to Messrs, Hobart and 
Minard, attorneys for the Erie, in 
their New York offices.

PLAN NATIONAL DRIVE 
TO CUT CANCER DEATHS 


Public Health Association at Cin- 
cinnati Convention Heeds 
Dr. Soper’s Report.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 18.—Calling 
cancer the “greatest scourge the 
world ever has known,’ with its 
death rate on the increase and hav- 
ing a mortality in Continental Amer- 
ica of more than 103,000 lives an- 
nually, Dr. George A. Soper of New 
York City, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Cancer Control of the 
American Public Health Association, 
today recommended in a report to the 
Governing Council at the convention 
of the association that a concen- 
trated movement be instituted in the 
United States to check the disease. 

The Governing Council, acting fdr 
the association, adopted the report 
and the program it recommended, 
which includes establishing many 
eancer clinics and hospitals through- 
out the country and educating the 
public. 

Dr. Soper, who is managing direc- 
tor of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer, has devoted a 
great deal of time. to cancer control 
work. The Council authorized that 
the committee of which he is Chair- 
man, and on which Dr. George H. 
Bigelow and Dr. Henry F. Vaughan 
also serve, continue its work for at 
least another year. 

One person out of ten is destined to 
die of cancer, and of all the women 
who die between the ages of 45 and 
65, one in five will succumb to this 
disease, Dr. Soper stated in his re- 
port. In an interview he declared 
that one of each ten, persons in the 
crowd about him would some day die 
of cancer. 

*“‘All parts of the country, all races, 
all classes, and both sexes are af- 
fected by it,’’ he said. ‘‘More people 
die of cancer than of all the infec- 
tious diseases combined, excepting 
tuberculosis. More people die of 
cancer than are killed by railroads, 
street cars, automobiles, fires, 
drowning, mining accidents, machin- 
ery, poisons, homicides and suicides 
all put together. 

“It is of the utmost importance 
that we teach the people of America 
and the world the facts regarding 
cancer and urge them to be on the 
alert and to think about it. 

“A prolofic cause of cancer is re: 
sistent and chronic irritation. s 
may be caused by a sharp tooth, a 
dental plate, the ear pieces of spec- 
tacles, or by the collar rubbing moles 
or by internal irritation of any other 
nature. Stomach cancers are the 
most prevalent and are often:caused 
by ulcers.” 

In the report the committee recom- 
mended that surveys be made by 
health departments to determine the 
death rate from cancer what facili- 
ties are available for diagnosis and 
treatment and the cost; cooperation 
from the medical profession as a 
whole and the emp ent of pre- 
ventive measures to the fullest ex- 
tent; the formation of local cancer 
education committees and investiga- 
tion of hospitals and sanatoriums 
alleged to be for the cure of cancer

Greek Laws May Be Found. 

The greatest prizes which the ruins 
of the Royal Stoa might ‘contain 
would be ‘first drafts of early laws 
of Athens.

To Train Students for Work.

all citizens to declare them. The ex- 
portation of such finds is absolutely 
forbidden, although a great bootleg- 
ging trede in them ts and mnt- 
seums all over. the world tronize 
the smugglers who secretly bring 
classic things to market. The Greek 
Government recently brought suit in 
Boston to compel a bank there to 
surrender certain antiquities which 
had been my ee out of Greece 
and placed in its keeping. The con- 
cessions granted.to the American 
School provide, however, that the 
Americans may send to America any 
‘‘duplicates’’ or objects already rep- 
resented in the Greek National Mu- 
seum. 


Perfect Objects Not Expected. 
Athens suffered under repeated 
lootings from the time of Xerxes to 
that of Lérd Eigin. Its heaviest 
losses occurred under the Eastern 
Emperors, who removed quantities 
of works of art to Constantinople. 
Roman Pro-Consuls and Generals be- 
came. connoisseurs and took great 


collections out of Athens. On this 
account it is not expected that fine 
objects of a portable size will be 
found in a state of perfect preserva- 
tion, except by accident, such as the 
burial of the object during a siege or 
invasion, 

On the other hand, thousands of 
works of art, precious though dam- 
aged, will be found. The conditions 
in other parts of Athens make this 
certain. An Athenian, recently dig- 
ging a trench jn his own yard, came 
acon a section of the wall which 

emistocles built in great haste to 
‘fortify the city against the Spar- 
tams. Built into this wall were found 
sculptures which are now among the 
gems of the National Museum.

The .Ship,’’?. an Italian picture 
‘based on Gabriel d’Annunzio’s ‘‘La 
Nave,” is on view this week at the 
Fifth Avenue Playhouse. In it the 
leading feminine réle is filled’ by Ida 
Rubenstein, the dancer. The narra- 
tive is concerned with the founding 
of Venice, and there are times, nota- 
bly in the latter sequences, when 
those who have trod the Merceria, 
the Piazza San Marco; or walked 
under the mosaic arches of San

It is only in.case.of a few special 
positions involving a comparatively 
small number of teachers or super- 
vising officers. that there is any vari- 
ation. The one outstanding dispar- 
ity is in the division of attendance, 
which seems to ‘be due to a man- 
datory provision of the education 
law. For \:fhe. rest the Board of 
Education has put the emphasis 
upon proficiency in, teaching and 
study or experience tending to in- 
crease it rather than upon an aca- 
demic degree which may, have no 
such’ €ffect. ' But whatever need of 
readjustment, there..may be as to 
specific schedules, this should not 
postpone the increases for the great 
body of teachers. Changes. ‘can, if 
necessary, be. made another “year.

In a radio talk from WGBS aimed 
to make the Federal Reserve System 
comprehensible to’ the average lay- 
man Daniel R. Crissinger, until re- 
cently Governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and now Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the F, 
H. Smith Company, investment 
bankers, of Washington, D. C., de- 
manded last night that there be no 
‘“‘tinkering’’ with ‘‘the best financial 
mechanism that has yet been devised 
by man,’’ 

BA adage s plea was taken as 
an answer to suggestions that the 
poders} Reserve act might *be over- 

as the result of. disputes 
which arose just before his resigna- 
tion when the Federal Reserve Bank 
in Chicago objected to an order from 
the board changing its rediscount 


rate. 

‘“‘The Federal Reserve act with its 
road } elastic. powers, divested of 
selfishness, rantees to the fu- 
ture,” he‘ said, ‘‘adequate service for 
every develo ment of business and 
commerce. It needs no tinkering. 

“If we look back over the develop- 
ment. and growth of our country we 
may. well wonder how business and 
commerce had developed so far as 
they had” prior to the organization 
of the Federal Reserve System under 
the old inadequate financial’ estab- 
lishment. But now we can look for- 
ward with a feeling of assurance 
that every arm of business and com- 
merce will ever have the helpful 
guidance of the world renowned 
Federal Reserve System for national 
progress and lasting achievement, 
The system is the financial anchor- 
age of the Republic. It should be 
preserved in its integrity by a grate- 
ful people.”’ 


Beneficiaries of System. 


Mr. Crissinger emphasized his con- 
tention that not the large banks but 
business and commerce, both large 
and small, were the principal bene- 
ficiaries of the system. 

“By serving business it serves la- 
bor, for labor is business,’’ he said. 
“It serves agriculture, for agricul- 
ture is business. It serves industry, 
for industry is business. It serves 
commerce, for commerce is the 
channel through which all business 
flows. So every branch of economic 
activity enjoys its ever flowing be- 
neficence.”’ 

In outlining the workings of the 
system Mr. Crissinger referred to 
the panic of 1907 before: the Federal 
Reserve act was passed. ,, Clearing 
houses in the ieawatee cities,’’ he said, 
“relieved the distress by coming to 
the aid of the banks by issuing clear- 
ing- house checks and. certificates 
which served as a medium of ex- 
change. In the interior of the coun- 
try small banks suspended in part 
or entirely paying out currency to 
their customers,. and various substi- 
tutes were resorted tm as mediums 
of exchange in place of actual

Corn Resists Early Pressure, Then 
Breaks, and the Close Is 
at a Loss.

CHICAGO, Oct. 18~—All deliveries

The National: Lead Company, one 
of the two largest. consumers of tin 
in the world, has declared itself, 
through its President, E. J. Cornish, 
in favor of stabilization of the price 
of tin at a level high enough to stim- 
ulate production, but not.so high as 
to check consumption. Mr. Cornish

Formation of ‘a tin-producers’ as- 
sociation is being discussed in Lon-

said the negotiations ‘weré reaching. 
the final aaa for bigeeaes American, 
British and Dutch producers in a 
world-wide combination. 

‘“*Messrs. Guggenheim Brothers are 
the largest American owners of tin 
mines in Bolivia,’’. Mr. Cornish said, 
“twith the exception of the Patino 
Mines and Enterprises, Inc., which 
also is an American corporation. 

“The National Lead Company is in- 
terested in the. stabilization of tin 
prices at a level high enough to stim- 
ulate the search for and the develop- 
ment of tin mines, but not so high 
as to. check consumption. Naturally, 
as the largest consumer of tin (un- 
less that distinction belongs to the: 
United States Steel Corporation), we 
are interested in low prices fer that 
metal, which would stimulate its con- 
sumption.” 

There is a divergence in views 
among other members of the tin 
trade here regarding the proposed 
world eon. It was said the 
anti-trust laws of the United States 
would prevent American interests 
from joining such. an organization. 
Doubt was expressed also that any 
plan to restrict. output could be made 
effective without Government super- 
vision on the part°of the tin-produc- 
ing countries. -Whether all tin pro- 
ducers would cooperate also was con- 
sidered as problematical.
